These Notes are intended to give Oie basic instructions concerning the fifing of amendments under article 1 9. The 
Notes are based on the requirements of the Patent Cooperation Treaty, the Regulations and the Administrative Instnjctions 
under that Treaty In case of discrepancy behween these Notes and those requirements, the latter are applicable. For more 
detailed Information, see also the PCT Applicant's Guide, a publication of WIPO. 

In these Notes, -Artide", 'Rule; and -Section" refer to theprovisions of the PCT, the PCT Regulations and the PCT 
Administrative Instrudbns respecbveiy. 



INSTRUCTIONS CONCERNING AMENDMENTS UNDER ARTICLE 19 



The applicant has, after having received the intemdional search report, one opportunity to amend the claims of the 
international application. H should however be emphasized that, since all parts of the international application {claims, 
description and drawings) may be amended during the international preliminary examination procedure, there is usually 
no need to file amendments of the claims under Article 1 9 except whore, e.g. the applicant wants the latter to be published 
for the purposes of provisional protection or has another reason for amending the claims before intemational pbulication. 
Furthermore, H should be emphasized that provisional protection is avaNable in some States only. 



What parts of the International applicaHon may be amended? 

Under Article 1 9, only the claims may be amended. 

During the international phase, the claims may also be amended (or further amended) under Article 34 before 
the Intemational Preliminary Examining Authority. The descrif^on and drawings may only be amended under 
Article 34 befc>re the Intemationirf Examining Authority. 

Upon entry into the national phase, all parts of the international application may be amended under Article 28 
or, where applicable, Aiticie 41 . 



When? Within 2 months from the date of transmittal of the intemational search report or 1 6 months from the priority 

date, which«rer time Smit expires later. It should be noted, however, that the amendments will be considered 
as having been received on time if they are received by the International Bureau after the expiration of the 
applicable time HmK but before the completion of the technical preparations lor intemational publication 
(Rule 46.1). 



Wlwre not to file tlie amendmenU? 

The amenefcnerrts may only be filed with the Intemiional Bureau and not with the receiving Office or the 
International SeaicMng Airthority (Rule 46.2). 

Where a demtnd for intemational prefimhsy examination has been/is filed, see below. 



How? Either by cancelling one or more entire claims, by adding one or more new claims or by amendng the text of 

one or more of the daima as filed. 

A replacement sheet must be submitted lor each sheet of the claims which, on account of an amendment or 
amendments, differs from the sheet originally filed. 

All the claims appearing on a replacement sheet must be numbered in Arabic numerals. Where a daim is 
cancelled, no renumbering of the other claims is required. In all cases where daims are renumbered, they must 
be renumbered consecutively (Administrative Instructions, Section 2(»(b)). 

The amendments must be made in tlie language in which tite IntemaUonal application is to be puMlshad. 



What documents must/may accompany the amendments? 
Letter (Section 205(b)): 

The amendments must t>e sutimltted with a letter. 

The letter wIN not be published with the intemational application and the amended daims. It should not be 
confused w»i the 'Statement under Article 1 9(1)- (see below, under "Statement under Article 19(1)'). 

The letter must be in English or French, at the choice of the applicant. However, If the language of the 
international application Is English, the letter must be In English; H the language of the international application 
is French, the latter must be in French.

The totter must indicate tlie differences tietween the claims as (ited and the claims as amended. It must, in 
particular, indk^e, in conrtection with each claim appearing in the international application (it being understood 
that identical indications concerning several claims may tie groupeoQ.whether 

(i) the claim is unchanged; 

fK) the claim is cancelled; 

(Ni) the claim is new; 

(iv) the claim replaces one or more claims as filed; 

(v) the claim is the result of the division of a daim as filed. 



The following examples Illustrate the manner In which amendments must be explained in the 
accompanying letter: 

1 . [Where originally there were 48 claims and after amendment of some claims ttiere are 51]: 
'Qaims 1 to 29. 31 , 32, 34, 35, 37 to 48 replaced by amended claims bearing the same numbera; 
claims 30, 33 and 36 unchanged; new claims 49 to 51 added.* 

2. [Where originally there were 1 5 claims and after amendment of all claims there are 11 ]: 
"Claims 1 to 1 5 replaced by amended claims 1 to 1 1 ." 

3. [Where originally there were 1 4 claims and the amendments consist m cancelling some claims and in adding 
new claims]: 

'Claims 1 to 6 and 14 unchanged; claims 7 to 13 cancelled; new claims 15, 16 and 17 «ided.* or 
"Claims 7 to 13 cancelled; new claims 15, 16 and 17 added; all other claims unchanged.' 

4. [Where various kinds of amendments are made); 

'Claims 1-10 unchanged; claims 11 to 13, 18 and 1 9 canceled; claims 14, 15 and 16 replaced by amended 
daim 14; claim 17 subdivided into amended daims 15, 16 and 17; new daims 20 and 21 added.' 



"Sta««ineiit under article 19(1)" (Rule 46^) 

The amendments may be accompanied by a statement explaining the amerximents and indicating any impad 
that such amendments miglit have on the description and the drawings (which cannot t>e amended under 
Artide19(1)). 

The statement wHI be puUished with the international application and the amended daims. 
K must be In the iangu^e in which the International apppHcation I* to be published. 

K must be Ixief. not exceeding 500 words if in English or if translated into English. 

K should not be confused with mtd does not replace the l^er indicating the differences tietween the claims 
as filed and as amended. It must be filed on a separate she^ and must tie identified as such by a heading, 
preferably by using the words 'Statemeitf under Article 19(1).' 

It may not corrtain any disparaging comments on tfie international search report or the relevance of citations 
contained in that report. (Reference to citations, relevant to a given daim, contairted in the international search 
report may l>e made oi^ in oonneetion with an amendmettf of that claim. 



If, at the time of filing ariy amendments under Article 19, a . , 

has already t>een submitted, the applicant must prefaralily, at the same time of filing Mie amendments writh the 
Memitfional Bureau, also file a copy of such amendments with ttie international Preliminary Examining 
Authortty (see Rule 62.2(a). fiist sentence). 



Consequence with regard to translation of the intemational api^icatlon for entry Into the national phase 

The applicant's attention is drawn to the fact that, where upon entry into the national phase, a translation of the 
daims as amended under Article 19 may have to be furnished to the designated/sleded Offices, instead of, or 
in addtton to, the translation of the daims as filed.
